During a search of Eaton's home 
on (dlewild Avenue, police seized 
hundreds of photographs of young 
boys and a videotape showing Ea- 
ton engaged in sex acts with sever- 
al teenage boys, Russeil said. 

Eaton has been a fugitive since 
Sept. 19 when he failed to appear 
for a pretrial hearing in Circuit 
Court. lie had been free awaiting 
court proceedings after posting a 
S 10,000 cash bond, court records 
show. 

Russeil said Eaton apparently has 
been living near the Mexican resort 
community of Veracruz since leav- 
ing Florida. 

Eaton was crossing into Browns- 
ville after his truck apparently 
broke down, Russeil said.
